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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 1-7, 9-14, 16-18 and 20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being 
anticipated by Madoyski US 6,482,661. 

Madoyski discloses a method for identifying a wafer that is cut form a boule 
including marking, which includes known method including laser ablation, a surface of 
the boule (14) with an encoded marking (16) that extends completely along a distance 
of the boule that is used for cutting semiconductor wafers (22), where the marking is 
disposed substantially parallel to a length axis of the boule, cutting the wafer from the 
boule from within the distance, such that the encoded marking along the surface of the 
boule is disposed at a peripheral edge (24) of the wafer, where the marking contains 
information in regard to the wafer (col. 3, lines 9-14), reading the marking, and also 
disclosed is rounding the edge of the wafer and adding markings to the edge of the 
wafer after cutting. Also, it is inherent to rotate the wafer to read the encoded markings 
and stop the rotation of wafer when the markings are located since they are used for 
indicating the wafer orientation (see figs. 3-7 and related text). 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 8, 15 and 19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Madoyski as applied to claims above, and further in view of Guldi et al. US 
6,520,792. 

Madoyski discloses as stated above. 

However, Madoyski does not disclose using a bar code as the encoded marking. 

Guldi et al. discloses forming markings on the edge of a semiconductor wafer 
including information relative to the wafer by using a bar code, therefore it would have 
been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to use the bar code as taught by Guldi et 
al., in Madoyski because a bar code would be easier to produce and to read.
